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A SHIELD FOR CRIME 
Co ng ress is under pressure fro m law enfo rcement 
o fficers to ease admissibility o f co nfessio ns in ledcral 
pro secutio ns and to autho rize wiretapping by law en­ 
fo rcement o fficers in specific criminal cases. The lat­ 
est, and mo st sig nificant appeals were made by I rank 
S. Ho g an, lo ng -time district atto rney o f New Yo rk, 
and Vincent L. Bro derick, fo rmerly New Yo rk City 
Po lice Co mmissio ner. 
Ho g an rev iewed the results o f Supreme Co urt re­ 
strictio ns in the last y ear in his jurisdictio n in testi­ 
mo ny befo re a Senate subco mmittee in Washing to n. 
In the first y ear since the ruling making co nfes­ 
sio ns inadmissible unless made with full kno wledg e o f 
the co nsequences, a third o f 2 16 murder suspects in 
Manhattan refused to say any thing to a pro secuto r. 
In the past, almo st all such suspects made statements, 
ev en if o nly to pro test their inno cence. 
In the first six mo nths after the ruling , o nly 15 
per cent o f 2 ,4 4 8 no n-ho micide suspects who se cases 
were presented to the g rand jury made co nfessio ns. In 
the six mo nths befo re, 4 9 per cent o f 2 ,6 10 had made 
incriminating statements. 
Ho g an suppo rted a bill by Senato r J o hn L. Mc­ 
Clellan, Arkansas Demo crat, that wo uld admit co nfes­ 
sio ns held by a trial judg e to be v o luntary in the lig ht 
o f specific standards. He sug g ested a new law mig ht 
help bring abo ut a chang e in the o pinio n o f the jus­ 
tices, who v o ted the bar to co nfessio ns by a div ided 
co urt. 
Mo re such specific effects o f the ruling o n law en­ 
fo rcement co uld and sho uld influence the co urt, which 
is as anx io us as any o ne to see the law jusly enfo rced.

Putting a price o f 5 0 taels o f g o ld o n American 
fliers fo und in Vietnam and helped to return to their 
co mmands, it is ho ped, will cut do wn the number o f 
pilo ts lo st o r captured when they parachute fro m de­ 
stro y ed planes. The to ll has been heav y . To date, 
603 American planes hav e been lo st in co mbat o v er 
No rth Vietnam, mo stly to g ro und fire. The co mbat 
lo ss in the So uth is 19 2 , all to g ro und fire. 
The Internatio nal Red Cro ss has no t been allo wed 
to v isit any o f the American serv icemen believ ed to 
be impriso ned in No rth Vietnam, but their number 
Is placed at 16 9 . That do es no t acco unt fo r all the 
fliers do wned in No rth Vietnam, many o f who m may 
be still wandering and hiding until they find a pro pi­ 
tio us time to escape. The reward o f $1,05 0 may per­ 
suade so me o f the inhabitants to help them g et o ut. 
This has been a strang e war in that few priso ners 
are taken o n either side. The Viet Co ng and the No rth 
Vietnamese ev en try to clear the battle field o f their 
dead and wo unded, to av o id letting o ur fo rces dis­ 
co v er ho w many they lo st. They take few priso ners o f 
their o wn. So it pretty much up to o ur fliers and o th­ 
ers who stray behind the lines to find their way back, 
no w with the po ssible help o f the bo unty hunters. 


SOCIAL SECURITY BIND 
In the 32 y ears since the So cial Security Act was 
passed in 19 5 5 , the o rig inal nature o f the benefits it 
pro v ides hav e been ex panded to co v er so many peo ­ 
ple fo r so many purpo ses, that mo st co ntributo rs no 
lo ng er lo o k upo n it as a lo w-co st pensio n plan, as it 
was o rig inally desig ned to be. Co ntributio ns hav e be­ 
co me so o nero us—4 .4 per cent o f the first $6 ,000 o f 
earning s fo r wo rkers and an equal amo unt fo r their 
emplo y ers—that bo th reg ard it as o ne mo re heav y tax . 
The receipts help pay o ut $1.6 billio n each mo nth 
to 1.7 millio n retired perso ns, 5 .3 millio n wido ws and 
2 millio n disabled and their dependents. Also , 19 mil­ 
lio n ag ed 65 and o v er are elig ible fo r medical benefits 
under the Medicare plan. Rates are scheduled to inch 
up to 5 :65 per cent by 19 8 7. But the pay ments fo r 
bo th wo rkers and emplo y ers hav e risen steeply since 
they beg an in 19 35 and there is no g uarantee they 
wo n’t rise ag ain, if the benefits are chang ed o r ex ­ 
panded o nce mo re. 
Generally , the av erag e wag e earner will g et at 
least what he paid in, if he surv iv es with his wife 
until he reaches 77 y ears. Ho wev er, that is a big 
“ if” , ev en with to day ’s lo ng er lo ng ev ity ex pectatio ns. 
Tho se who fell by the way side were just o ut o f luck. 
Their wido ws and o rphans will no t beg in to g et back 
what they paid in o n an av erag e.

By 
raising taxes. This brings in the 
revenue while draining off the 
excess doilars. 
The critical factor in this rea 
soning is the validity of the fore 
cast of a strong economic ex 
p ansion. 
Some economists criticize as 
false 
the assup tion 
that we 
are on the edge of a boom. The 
fact is that the resurgence has 
not yet begun, and there is no 
p ositive evidence that it will 
come. Forecasts have a tenden 
cy to be wrong. 
Any faith that the p resent 
forecasts are correct is lessened 
a bit hy p ast misreadings. In 
1966. for instance most econo­ 
mists believed some tax action 
was needed, but the administra 
tion failed to p rop ose one. 
Now that it has decided to act 
the consensus may not be as 
strong. The consequences, how­ 
ever- are just as large—and 
much, much larger in the politi 
cal sp here.
